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THE UNIVEWtTY HATCHtT 
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Loophole 

• INTERPRETATION ol the Student Life Committee 
on Charity Drives now affords a loophole by which any 
organization on the campus may sponsor a charity 
drive, but the entire student body may not be called 
upon by the Student Council to contribute through any 
but the traditional channels, the Community Chest and 
the Red Cross. 

A precedent appeared during the past week when 
the Student Life Committee ruled that Hlllel Founda- 
tion could hold a drive for a national cause, provided 
it solicited contributions only from its own members 
and from friends. It would seem to follow, then, that 
any organization has a right to expect approval of the 
Student Life Committee on any charity it may care 
to champion among own membership “and friends.” 
What^ to keep organizations from cooperating to con- 
tribute to charity on what is In effect an all-University 
scale, nobody knows. 

The Board of Trustees’ ruling intended to “protect 
students” still stands. Only the Community Chest and 
Red Cross may receive benefits from all-UnlversIty 
Student Council-sponsored charity drives. But the 
Masonic Club may carry on its Cherry Blossom Drive, 
among members and friends, 'which could conceivably 
Include everyone in the University who cares to make 
a donation, or who w^ld rather not be seen without 
the artificial cherry blossom which denotes a contri- 
bution. 

'‘As long as the rulinif of the Board of Trustees 
stands, we stand also on our contention that no drive 
as such to equip the Student Union is justified . . . 

This attitude should not be taken as refusal to help 
make the new Student Union as fine a union as com- 
bined efforts of University and students can create. 

Tn an effort to aid the union, the University Hatchet 
has arranged to sponsor the American debut of Rafael 
Sebastia, Spanish pianist. Proceeds of the recital will 
go toward the'Union, possibly for equipping a music 
room. 

There seems to be little doubt that a student drive 
—that is, collection of (unds in the streMs — would be 
quite satisfactory if the Student Life Committee inter- 
pretation of the past is any criterion — satisfactory, 
that is, from theHegal point of view, but hardl;^ jus- 
tifiable in place of a charity drive for Red Cross, Com- 
munity Chest, World Student Service Fund, or what- 
ever. ■ - ■ 

We stuck our necks out. Tl^re are those who will 
say now that we are back-tracking. We may very 
likely And ourselves collecting money in the streets — 
because we believe that a-beneflt perfohnance of the 
calibre that Rafael Sebastia will give is a worthy 
means of producing funds for what has been con- 
sidered all along a worthy cause — a better Student 
Union for ourselves and students who follow.

Hard-pressed University of Michigan students have 
borrowed over $500 worth of “folding lettuce” from, 
a sympathetic restaurant keeper, over the past three 
months. "I haven't lost a nickel on any one oft the 
loans," he said proudly. 

Aware that many of his student patrons have trou- 
ble making financial ends meet, William Donnegan* 
places what he calls a "lettuce box” in the window of 
his restaurant.
